By-law of the Municipal District 
of Ribstone No. 421. Respecting the 
i Prohibition of Animals from running 
at large within the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Ribstone No. 421. 

Under the a ulbority and subject to 
the provisions’" of The Domestic 
imals Act, the Council of the Munici¬ 
pal District of Ribstone No. 421 enacts

Domestic Animals shall be prohib- 
tied from running at large in accord¬ 
ance with the following schedule;

To Standardize Coal 

A decision to adopt some system of 
standardization of Alberta coal, in 
order to facilitate marketing, was 
reached at a conferencve of coal op¬ 
erators of the province with Premier 
Greenfield and officials of the gov¬ 
ernment, which was held' at the gov¬ 
ernment buildings Tuesday. The con¬ 
ference was called by Premier Green¬ 
field to discuss standardization and 
marketing. The Premier told the op¬ 
erators he was prepared to do any¬ 
thing he could to improve* the mar¬ 
keting conditions of Alberta coal, but 
there were several problms to be 
solved, and standardization was one 
of them. A committee of 12 will be 
appointed to deal with the question 
of standardization, which will include 
three men each from the other fields 
of the province. It is expected that 
the committee will be ready to re¬ 
port in about two weeks’ tiim'e. Other 
problems of marketing, will be dis¬ 
cussed. For some time the govern¬ 
ment has had a catmipaign in progress 
in Manitoba to increase the marketing 
of Alberta coal there, and has met 
with some success. Geo. Pratt, gov¬ 
ernment fuel engineer in charge of 
the demonstration at Winnipeg gave 
the conference Tuesday one of his il¬ 
lustrated lectures demonstrating the 
proper methods of firing Alberta coal. 
Premier Greenfield pointed out thiat 
Alberta must develop along two chief 
lines, namely, agriculture and the 
coal industry, and attention (must be 
given to the marketing problems.
